SALMON FISHERIES. 



The British Trade Joimial for April 
publisUes a very exbaustivo article, re- 
produced fropi the Glasgow Herald, on 
"the Columbia river trade in tinned sal- 
mon." The writer thereot'Jsftyii: "Al- 
though the trade in tinned ealmon began 
some sixteen years ago, it has only at- 
tained to the gigantic proportions which 
•we have now to record during theli^t f"nr 
years, when the total outputs of the various 
fisheries were as follows:— In 1873, 102,- 
733 oaBos: in 187-1, 291,021 cases; in 1875, 
244,173 cases; and in 1870,415,218 cases. 
In the latter year the trade in tinned, 
pickled, and smoked salmon roprosoutod 
the enormous tako ot 10,000 tons of lish 1 
During last year the toUil shipments to 
the United Kingdom amounted to 210,318 
cases, each case containing 43 tins, in 
each of which there is mie pound weight 
of salmon. The remarkable; fact of :one 
ship, the British Army, landing at Liver- 
pool 55,000 cases, representing 1,350 tons, 
of Columbia Eivor salmon, was rocoutly 
recorded in our own columns. The mng- 
nitude of this importation will bo under- 
stood if we coEflparQ it with the annual 
produce of the commercial salmon fish- 
eries of the river Tay. Tho quantity thus 
brought to England represents 3.024,000 
•fl)s. weight, and assuming an averngo 
• weight of 10 lbs. per fish, wo thus fiud 
that 302,-100 individual salmon woro re- 
quired to make up the cargo of tho 
British Army. At a supposititious price o1 
lOs. each, which is at the- rate of Is. per 
pound (which price, however, is only as- 
sumed lor purposes of comparison), tho 
value of that freight would amount to 
151,200/., or more than seven times the 
assessed salmon rental of tho river Tay, 
which is par excellence the salmon stream 
of Scotland, assuming that rental to bo at 
tho present time . 21,000/. No statistics 
are published that^-wduia.a^rd ft'^^ tp 
the annual take of saVmbn in'dny of bur 
Scottish rivers; but fishery economists 
calculate that a number must bo caught 
every year equal to tho payment of three 
times the rental in order to provide for 
wages, machinery of capture, and admit 
of a sufficient profit to. the lessee ; in other 
words, salmofljiiiiaat^^befannually caught 
in the Tay to the amount of 63,000/. .which 
gives 126,000 fish, e.ich of tho weight of 10 
lbs., and say of tho value of 10s., as al- 
ready, stated, for the sake of comparison. 
The trade of "salmon canning" on the 
Columbia Eiver during the first six or 
seven years was of slow growth; tho ma- 
terial was good enough, but a market re- 
quired to be created. The first specula- 
tors in the article continued to shii) largo 
quantities, but the encouragement they 
received was of the slightest kind. Many 
cargoes were returned to those, who ship- 

Eed them, and others were'.isold at a loss; 
ut the dogged persove'ranoe of tho 
pioneers of the trade was at length re- 
warded; the public in time took kindly to 
these canned fish, and now the de- 
piand is said to exceed the snp- 
plyl" After commenting on the 
value of the imported article the writer 
asks: "Will this supply of Columbia 
river fish continue?" and, having first 
given a very graphio and minute desorip- 
Son of the manner in which' the fish are 
taken, and tlie canneries operated, sayu: 
"It must be borne in mind that the fish 
are all captured on their way to tho 
spawning ground and that consequently 
the number of eggs deposited must an- 
nually be decreased and tho supplies of 
future years thereby >;endang6red."' He 
points out that an impression has already 
been made on the breeding stock of Col« 
umbia river, alludes to the fact that one 
of the United States Fishery Commission- 
isrs was appointed to make enquiries on 
the subject of decreasing supplies, and 
states that the proprietors of the canneries 
have subscribed tho sum of S25,000 to aid 
in the propagation of salmon. In conclu- 
sion the writer remarks: "In Novombor 
last it was known that tho supply of sal- 
mon for the present year would be far 
Ujider that of last year, which again was 
less than in tho season of 1870 by nearly 
100,000 cases. Tho shipments to Europe 
are also afifeotcd by supplies sent to the 
Australian oolonios; 62,482 cases woro 
sent there last year, and the demand is on 
the increase. Contracts for the present 
season were offered to tho canning houses 
at an advance of twenty per cent, on for- 
mer prices, butthesei offers were declined. 
This story of the Columbia river is tho 
old story which has been told of every 
salmon stream we over heard of. First, 
the stock of fish is exhausted by over- 
fishing, and then money is expondod right 
and left to try and repopulate the river 1 
"Aiter the steed is stolen be jBiHrefHl to look 
the stable door," is a proverb tKat will il lus- 
trate the want of that thriit and foresight 
which results in the killing of the goose 
for the sake of its golden egg." The 
article from which we have given the 
above salient points has a local applica- 
tion, and should be perused by the can- 
nery proprietors of Eraser river. The 
lesson taught the Oregonians should be 
accepted here as tho inevitable result of 
over-fishing. What has happened on tho 
Columbia river will in tho course of a few 
years tako place on tho Eraser river unless 
every precaution is taken to avoid the un- 
wise system of over-fishing. 



AN AMEBIGAN SCHEME FOB AS- 
SISTING ENGLAND. 

Project for Raising a Brigade in the 
United States. 

{New York Star.) 

The project of raising the "American 
Legion," as it i« to be called, was started 
somto time ago by an ex-oflioer of the late 
Confederate army, now resident in Bruok- 
lyn. This gentleman was one of the chief 
organizers of the many attempts mado by 
the Southern sympathizers in Canada to 
rescue the prisoners on Johnson's Island, 
and towards the clcse of tho war was one 
of tho leaders of the cavalry that mado the 
last desperate fight for tho Confederacy, 
under the command of Kirby Smith. Af- 
ter tho close of tho war ho accompanied 
Jell'oi-son Davis to Europe after tho lattor's 
release from Fortress Monroo. Making a 
short visit to his native city, Glasgow. 
Scotland, tho gentleman in question ro 
turned to this country. When hostilities 
between Britain and Russia- seemed pro- 
bublo Ire procured letters from Mr. Davis, 
Judah P. Benjamin, General Roger A. 
Pryor and others whoso names were pro- 
minent on tho Southern side, and forward- 
ed them to Viscount Dufferiu, Governor- 
General of Canada, with an offer of his 
services to raise a brigade to fight under 
the British fiag in case of war. 

Tho Canadian Government, of ooursa, 
refused to countenance any open enlist- 
ment or any violation of the Unitod Stntea 
neutrality laws, but gave him a gentle 
hint that if the men wore landed on the 
Canadian side of the line their servics 
would not be unacceptable. Ho was ro' 
forred to Lioutenant-General Sir Patrick 
McDougall, K.O.B., commander of the 
Queen's forces at Halifax, for further do 
tails. The Qonernl's reply was such that 
imm^ ■'iate steps wore taken to recruit in 
this f • a crops which will be ready to 
take t leld at once, in case of active 
hostil. i. ' . - 

The flist step was to enlist the ■ Bervices 
of a number of gentlemen of British 
birth who had served during the rebel- 
lion, some on the Northern and some .t>n 
tho Southern side, many of whom had 
fiinco done service for Cuba Libre, and 
thereby gained all knowledge of tho ways 
and moans of running the gauntlet of 
United States marshals. Then a'number 
of wealthy gentlemen who claimed British 
nationality were approached and asked 
for subscriptions towards raising tho bri 
gado. To induce these ■ gentlemen to 
"como down" thoy wore promised com 
missions in the brigade for their son*, if 
thoy wanted them, aa repayment for the 
money advanced;' tho'' British , iButhorities 
having agreed to commisaion all gentle- 
men whose names should be forwarded 
by the organizers, subject, of course, to 
tho proviso that they were able to pass 
tho physical and educational examination 
at Halifax. 

By this means snfSoient money was 
promised to authorize the organizers to 
proceed to recruit. This last work has 
been done quietly but systemaiically and 
thoroughly. There are now said to bo on 
the rolls about 4,000 men and ofllcerB 
ready to start for Canada at an hour's no- 
tice. The command of the brigade was 
offered to Genorol T. N. Jordon, of Cu- 
ban fame, but ho declined. It was . then 
offered to General John Mosby, the gue- 
rilla, and he still has the matter under ad- 
visement. 

The idea of tho organizers is to have 
the command mounted, armed with the 
best rifles, and to use them as scouts and 
raiders, to cut railroads, brook up com- 
munications, burn supply depots, and 
otherwise harass an army on its line of 
communications. Under the command 
of an efficient raider like Mosby, it is 
claimed they aro just the material to bo 
able to do incalculable damage. It is un- 
derstood that when tho servicos of the 
brigade are desired, the men will bo fur- 
nished with tickets to Canada, whore the 
enlistment will take place,

A BYLAW 

To enable tho Corporation of tha city 
of Victoria. to. ralge.'tho sum of 
$20,000 for the purposes therein 
sot forth. 

WHEREAS tho Municipal Council of 
the Corporation of the City of Victoria 
has resolved to raise the sum of Twenty 
Thousand Dollars to pay off certain out- 
standing liabilities of tho said Council. 

And whereas it will require tho sum of 
S2012 to be raised annually by sijccial 
rate for tho paj'ment of tho said debt and 
interest as is hereinafter mti^tioned. 

And whereas tho amount of tho 'wholo 
rateable property of tho said Corporation 
of tho City of Victaria according to tho 
last revised Assessment EoU being for tho 
year 1878 was S2,d9-l:,500, irroapootive of 
any future increase of thorateabla proper- 
ty of the Municipality and of any income 
in tho nature of tolls, interest or dividends 
from tho work, and also irrespective of 
any income from the temporary invest- 
ments of the sinking fund or of any part 
thereof. 

And whereas for paying the interest 
and creating an equal yearly aiuKing fund 
for paying tho said priucipal sum of 820,- 
000 and interest as horoinaftor mentioned 
it will require an equal . annual speciul 
rate of one-tenth of one per cent, on tho 
doUor. 

Be it therefore enacted by the Mayor 
and Council of the Corporation of tlie 
City ot Victoria. 

1. That it shall bo lawful for the Mayor 
of the City to raise by way of loan from 
any person or persons, body or bodies 
corporate who may. be'willinft totfidvonco 
tho same upon tho credit of the deben- 
tures hereinafter mentioned n sum of 
money not exceeding in the wholo the 
sum of twenty thousand dollars (S20,000) , 
and caus6 the same to be paid into tho 
hands of the Treasurer of the said Corpo- 
ration for the purpose and with the object 
above recited;.*!; fit-; ; • > •;■ 

2. That it shall be lawful for the said 
Mayor to cause any numbdr of debentures 
to bo mado for such suras of money as may 
be required not less than one hundred 
dollars each (^JlOO) each and that tho said 
debentures shall bo sealed with tho seal 
of tho said Corporation of the City of 
Victoria and. be signed by the said Mayor. 

3. That tho said debentures shall bear 
interest at and after the rate of seven per 
cent, per annum from the date thereof, 
which interest shall be payable half-yearly 
at the office of tho Treasurer of the Muni- 
cipality. 

4. That for the purjjose of forming a 
sinking fund for the payment of the said 
debentures and the interest at tho rate 
aforesaid to bocome duo thereon, an equal 
spooial rate of one-tenth of one cent on 
the dollar sh^l in addition to all other 
rates be raised, levied and collected in 
each year upon uU rateable property in 
the said Municipality during the contin- 
uance of the; said debentures or any of 
them. 

5. Clause two of tho Victoria Eevonue 
By-Law, 1875, as amended by tho "Water 
Works Dobentare and Revenue By-Law 
Amendment iB;y-Law, vl877,'". i is.,, hereby 
furtlier amended by striking out the words 
"nine-tenths" and substituting the words 
"eight-tenths." 

6. It shall be lawful for tho said Muni- 
cipal Council from timo to time to re- 
purchase any of tho said debentures and 
such debentures shall bo exproased as to 
entitle the said- Council to redeem, and 
purohosb tho same on paying the amount 
thereof and interest duo thereon to tho 
date of such purchase to the holder or 
holders thereof; and all debentures so re- 
purchased shall bo forthwith t> cancelled

7. That this By Law shall take effect 
and como into operation upon the eleventh 
day of June, A. D. 1878.

The Provincial Govorumont printing 
oiSoe at Viotorin is dGcidodly the most 
oomplolo book ijublisbing eatabliahmont 
north of San Prancisco. In it aro oae of 
tho old Oolumbia linnd pruHfO», a iittlo 
ooDoern, but ono capablo of good nud 
rapid work; a stoam power press of large 
, dimensions, and a half medium Gordon 
of most improved make. Besides this tho 
oiEoo boasts a lithographic press and out- 
fitter, a paper cutter, und all tho necessary 
appliances for any style of..- printing for 
which there is likely to bo call. With 
typo, cases, etc., the composing room is 
abundfiDtly supplied, for, as the Govern- 
ment furnishes ovorytbing, no oxponse is 
■pared in securing whatever is deemed 
neoossary. The Provincial laws aro print- 
ed in Iittlo volumes of a hundred pages or 
BO, and every six or eight years are con- 
aolidated in ono largo \olnme; the print- 
iag being douo on tinted paper, and all 
the work in this capacions and well- 
oonductod eatablishmcjt. 

Another printing house of no moan pre- 
tensions in that city is that of Mr, D. W. 
Higgins, publisher of the Dailt and 
"WEBKnY OonoNiBT. Unlike tha Govern- 
ment ofBoo, Mr. Higgins' ia kept rattling 
away all tho time in the busiest possible 
manner; hardly an hour of tho twenty- 
four passing in which hands may not bo 
found picking up type; two or three steam 
presses bo found in aotivo operation, and 
tho whole thing teeming with life and in- 
dustry, There is every indication of 
thrift and prosperity in the oflSce. A 
recent oonsigninont of material consisted 
of 4,000 pennds of Scotch typo, column 
zales, etc, enough to run any daily paper 
in^anp'ranoisco. Of body lettei: alone 
thera^is !2i2000 pounds. Mr. Higgins in- 
tends to put this material in use on tho 
11th Jano, when Tub Daily Colonist will 
enter upon its dOth vohimo. Tho sizo of 
the paper will thon bo incrossed to 21 by 
36 inouoB, moro mntter will bo ruu, and a 
paper printed such as not only tho Pro- 
yinoe but citizens, of the oity may well bo 
prond of. 

A Good Showing. 

The Oity Assessor and Collector's roll 
for tho year ending December Slst, 1878, 
places tho value of am essablo property at 
^2,500,000, a total on which a real estate 
tax of ono per cent, is payable. The in- 
oreaso over 1877 caused by tho erection of 
a number of private rcBidonces, business 
premises and other improvements may bo 
^,\.e8timatod at 850,000, This at least ia 
*^igr»tifying and shows that tho city is 
[ steadily advancing and assuming more 
substantial proportions. Of course the 
.total given of the value of assessable 
property is not to bo taken as the actual 
. value thereof, as tho Assessor in forming 
his estimate bases his CQloulations on what 
.the property would bring at a forced salo 
.or public auction. Many owners to-day 
would decline to part with their posses- 
sions at almost twice tho amount on which 
they , are required to pay tho real estate 
tax. 



Provincial Defences. 



The Artillery Company last evening 
hold their second drill at tho drill-shed. 
Tha attendance was good, thoro being 
some forty men present. Captain Dupont, 
prior to exorcise, informed thorn that 
Colonel Irwin would on Monday next at 
8.30 p. m. commence a sories of lectures 
on gunnery, whioh -it; wonld be well for 
all to attend. The lecture will commence 
at 8.30 p. m.; drill at 7.30 p. m. Ho also 
stated that four battorios would shortly 
bo erected, viz,: One 8-iuch gun at Fis- 
gard Point; two SO poundors at Macauloy 
P.oint; three 36-poundors at Beacon Hill; 
and two 36-pounders at some other point 
to be decided on. There will bo three 
drills every week — on Monday, Tuesday 
and Thursday.

Would not an action 
for damages lie against the Dominion 
Government if a serious accident were to 
rssult from a stono shower from one of 
the public buildings ?

British Columbia Pilotage. 

On the Slst December last there were 
within the Province nine licens-ed pilots 
and fourteen masters who hold certificates 
to pilot their own vossels. The total 
amount of pilotage dues received during 
the year 1877 was §18,^133 87, and the 
amount paid toeleven pilots asthoirearn- 
ings was 815,915.65. The amount in tho 
hands of tho Treasurer at 31st December, 
1877, was S198.87; the amount in saving 
bank bearing interest at five percent, was 
8997.84; and the amount invested in sup- 
port of .pilot boats, by way of loan at 12 
per cent, interest, waa $^8.64, making in 
nil a balance at tho larft mentioned duto of 
S1,C85.35 to tho credit of tho Pilotage 
Authority.

It is the general belief that tho Cimbra's 
six hundred passengers ore Eussian offi- 
cers and seamen, intended to man one or 
more.vessels for the pnrpOBO of • attacking 
Britisl^ vessels and niiyal stations in oase 
of war. And it appears likely, further, 
that in such case tho first Eusaian move 
would bo mudo against British commorco 
in the North Pacific. The impression as 
to this being a probable theatre of naval 
warfare will bo strengthened by a report 
in the American despatches, 'to the effect 
that an agent of the Union Pacific railway 
has made arrangomeiits for tho transfer of 
tho Cimbria'a passengers to the Pacific 
coast. Wo turn, tkoroforo, withsomo in- 
terest to tbe very brief report of a ques- 
tion Bskod and answered in the Imperial 
House of Commons on the 15th of April, 
Sir Edward Watkin made enquiry whe- 
ther, considering present and future 
eventualities in tho North Pacific, and the 
fixtension of coast lino aud territory by 
Eussia in that part of tho world siuoo the 
Crimean war, the Govorumont proposed 
to recommend that tho harbor of Esquimalt 
bo fortified and made a naval and military 
station? Tbe Chancellor of tho Exche- 
quer is thus reported in reply: "Tho 
only answer I can give is, that tho nttton- 
tion of her Majesty's Oovernmeut is 
directed to the importance of the harbor of 
Esquimau. I don't tbinki ought to say 
anything furtbor atpresont." 

English jouroaia have of late been draw- 
ing aitontiou to this particnlarly exposed 
spot in tho empire's defences. Tho Pall 
Mall Gazette .some time ago pointed out 
that Esquimclt, tho principal harbor on 
Vancouver Island, is the only base of 
operations for tho British fleet in tho 
North Pacific and tho only place whore 
men-of-war on that station would bo able 
to obtain fresh supplies of coal. Nanaimo 
— the coal shipping port — Esquimalt, and 
tho island generally, are ppokon of as be- 
ing "completely defenoolesa." Tbe asser- 
tion is made that there is not a single gun 
mounted or any kind of defence provided 
for the naval stores at this important 
point. "A single hostile man-of-war," 
says our London contemporary, "could 
bombard Nanaimo and Esquimalt; could 
lay in ashes Victoria, tho capital of tho 
island, and could destroy British property 
tbe valno of which ia estimated at £3,000,- 
OOO.'V/^ij; the event of war,' therefore, the 
action "of the English squadron in tho Pa- 
cific wonld be paralyzed at tha very mo- 
ment when its services would be most 
urgently required to protect British com- 
morco, by tho necessity it would bo under 
of covering its base of operations. The 
islan. is.bv way of the Straits of Magellan, 
more than 15,000 miles Jfrom England, 
while it is less than 3,000 miles from the 
Btis.sian port ond arsenal of Potropau- 
loTski." And the London Globe of a 
recent dote (April 30th) qbotes from a 
Russian paper a contemptuous present- 
ment of Britain's naval force in the quar- 



ter mentioned, and an inviting iiioture of 
the amount of undefended British wealth 
that Eussian war vessels might stize or 
destroy. "Considering," it said, "that 
87 per cent, of the commerce of China is 
managed by English merchants, the field 
for privateering activity is both extensive 
and lucrative, while tho principal ren 
dozvous of Englisli shipping — Hong 
Kong — by its very weakness of defence, 
openly invites an attack. On the other 
sido of tho Pacific, tbo organ of the Eus- 
sian navy notes that "largo accumulations 
of coal may be seized in Vancouver's Is- 
land, whera.';,they^lie;exppsed,and);M^ 
tooted olong the Beor'shoro; atid that if tho 
Moscow cruisers be inclined to leave per- 
manent souvenirs of their sojourn in 
British Columbia, they can pay a visit to 
the dockyard at Esquimalt, which they 
will find powerfully protected by a 
crumbling fort 'of ancient construction, 
mounted with; flyeVrl2-po'under' guns,''' 
On this the London (?/oie remarks: 

"For the last two months nothing has 
been hoard of the movements of the Eus- 
sian Pacifio fleet, although it is known to 
bo away from Vladivostoek, In Eussia, 
silenco on such a point as this' always in- 
dicates that something unusual is going 
on, the power whioh the Government has 
over the press enabling it without diffi- 
culty to suppress nil information that 
would tend to reveal its moves. It is, 
however, a well-known fact that tho man- 
of-war Kreutzor is still lying at San Fran- 
cisco, and that tho ontorprising merchants 
of that port have offered to sell thoir 
steamers to the Russian Government. The 
project of the Moscow 'privntoorists' may 
not prove so easy of realization as its pro- 
motors imagine; still there can be little 
doubt that if Eussia can only contrive to 
place a few well armed cruisers in tho 
Pacific, tho injury sustained by oui ship- 
ping bcforo thoy are captured may bo im- 
monso," ~ 

While wo may hopo that tho Imperial 
authorities have dono thoir duty in the 
premises, still the picture which is hero 
preaonted to us is rather an alarming ono, 
espocially when takon in connection with 
tho fact— as fact it sooms to bo — that tho 
Cimbria'a passengers aro destined /or the 
Pacific coast. There will bo some anxiety 
to know whether Sir Edward Thornton 
con lawfully demand that they bo stopped 
should they attempt the journey, and 
what in such cose wonld be tho oourso of 
the American Government, 

Tho importance of tho Canadian Pacific 
railway to the empire is now being shown 
in a very strong light. This has been 
spoken of before, but never until tho pro- 
sent time has the possible value of the 
roilwoy as an Imperial work and for Im- 
perial purposes been so strikingly demon- 
strated. Not in Eastern Canada, nor in 
tho Pacific Provinco, nor in England, will 
blessings now bo showorod on the heads 
of those who woro tho ignoble means of 
delaying this groat work. And it will 
follow, we doubt not, thot the men whose 
patriotic policy it was to pus'n tho Cana- 
dian Pacifio as rapidly as possible to com- 
pletion, will receive, as they deserve, the 
thanks of tho people, both here and in 
England. — Toronto Mail,
